John’ Dillon and William O’Brien 
Arrive at Cherbourg To-Day. 
\ 


‘The Fugitives to Sail for America 
in a Few Days. 


Progress ofthe Trial at Tipperary—Baren 
Wissmann in a Mifl—English and Italian 
Interests in Africa—The Austrian Court 
Scandalized—Conference ef Burgomas- 
ters—Von Moltke and the Emperer—The

Paris, Oct. 15 —La Presse says that Messrs. 
Dillon and O’Brien, after their flight from 
Tipperary, took passageon asalling vessel 
and janded at Luo-sur-Mar on the coast of 
Normandy on Sunday. They passed the night 
atthe residence there ofM. Raffalovich, the 
the banker, whose daughter is the 
wife of Mr. O’Brien. On Monday 
they came to Paris and thence 
proceeded to M. Raffalovich’s country house 
at Gif, inthe Department of Seine et Olse. 
They returned to Paris last night, but their 
address in the city is kept asecret. Ifthe 
news received from America is favorable to 
the Irish mission to that country, they will 
start for New York at the end oftne week, If 
it becomes manifest that it is their intention 
to remain in Paris, the Government will re- 
quest them to leave. 

Rumors are in circulation here that M. 
Raffalovich and the members of his family de- 
clare that Messrs. Dillion and O’Brien have 
not been in France and asser$ that they have 
sailed for America. 

SAFE AT CHERBOURG. 

* TrPPEeRaRy, Oct. 15.—Mr. Healy bas just re- 
ceived a telegram announcing the arrival of 
Messrs. Dillion and Q’Brien at Cherbourg, 
France. The fugitives were delayed by the 
weather, and also had to sail carefully in 
order to keep out of sight of English coasting 
vessels, which they feared would be on the 
lookout for them. The telegram says that 
Messrs. Dillion and O’Brien are well, and will 
start atthe earliest moment possibile on their 
tour to America. 


-f Lecky’s ‘‘History ef Engiand.’’ 


Lowpown, Oct. 15.—The two final volumes of 
Lecky’s ‘‘History of Engiand in the Eigh- 
teenth Century,’’ being the seventh and 
eighth, appeared to-day. They are taken up 
largely with Irish history. In discussing the 
work and political career of Henry Grattan, 
the great Irish orator, Mr. Lecky says: 

**‘While Grattan always maintained with 
fervid eloquence the cause of Irish nationality 
and Gatholic emancipation, his strongest con- 
viction was trat thetrue interests of England 
and lreland were inseperabie.’’ 

Mr. Lecky shows that the absenteeism of 
landlords has been responsible fm a very high 
degree forthe infamous abuses which have 
been developed in the management of the 
Irish property. At the same time the author 
points out thatthe improvidence and ignor- 
ance of the Irish people have been the prin- 
cipal causes in creating the very serious con- 
gestion of population in certain portions of 
Ireland, where the soll is miserable and 
mnfitted to sustain s0 many  ~»peo- 
ple. The agrarian organization of 
later years, Mr. Lecky says, has 
succeeded in establishing a savage tyranny 
over much of Ireland. The Fenians, he thinks, 
are behind this movement. They are now 
working for home rule with the idea of using 

that asa leverage for securing their ultimate 
\ d@esigns which they have never abandoned. 
The Times says Mr. Lecky has preserved in- 


av tact the integrity of the historical conscience. 


Mere partisans on either side of the Irish con- 
trovery will be bitterly disappointed at the 
book. 

The News says that the volumes are worthy 
companions of their predecessors. It regrets 
that the end of an otherwise fair work is 
marred with a childish onslaught on Mr. 
Gladstone.

The Socialist Congress. 


HALLE, Oct. 15.—A commers was given last 
night to the delegates to the Socialist Con- 
gress now in session in this city in the Prinz 
Carl Biérhalie, the largest in the towa, Three 
thousand persons attended the commers. 
A red flag, the emblem of the Social- 
iets, which for ten years had been under 
the ban of the law in Germany, floated from 
the “ platform trom which a number of 
speeches were made by leaders of the party. 
The proceedings were interspersed with 
songs. An interesting feature was the pre- 
sentation of a series of tableaux vivants, rep- 
resenting the ‘‘Struggle of Labor Against 
Capital,’’ ‘*The Protection of Labor,’’ 
and **The Dismissai of Bismarck.’’ 
Herr Beck of Zurich explained that when he 
was exiled from Germany he secretiy carried 
the flag that was on the platform from Kessel 
to Zurich where he kept it safely until now 
when, on the expiration of the Sociaiist law, 
it was returned to its home. 
Herr Wollschiaeger of Basile said 
that he was asbamed of the 
injustice shown by Switzerland rd the 
German Socialists, but he declared that no 
blame should be attached to either the people 
or the Government, because the country was 
very small, and therefore exposed to the 
pressure of a powerful neighborhood. He 
believed the Swiss Government deplored the 
action it was compelled to take, although it 
might not give public expression to its feel- 
ings onthe subject. A heated general dis- 
cussion followed. Several of the members 
indulged ia violent tirades, and Herr von 
Volimar, in the interests of harmony, im- 
plored the delegates to avoid the use of irrita- 
ting language. 


Summored to Rome 


LOoRpoN, Oct. 15.—Mr. Thomas Power O’Con- 
nor’s paper, the Star, announces that Moat 
Rev. Michael Logue, D. D., Archbishop of the 
diocese of Armagh and primate of al! Ireland; 
Most Rev. Wm. J. Walsh, D. Dz, 
Arebbishop of the dlocege of Dublin; Most 
Rev. Thomas W. Croke, D. D., Archbishop of 
Casel, and Most Rev. John MacEvilly, D. D., 
Archbishop of Taum, have been summoned 
by the Pope to appear at Rome in the early 
part of next year. This, the Starsays, is an 
unusual and significant step and is seidom 
stiopted. The fact that a summons 
for the archbishops had been issued 
has been known only to ai (limited 
circle. The Catholic Archiepiscopacy 
are deeply interested. It is believed that the 
summong was issued in connection with the 
lrish political situation and kindred subjects. 
The archbishops and bishops are now deliber- 
ating, and itis probable that they will soon 
issue a series of resolutions with reference to 
Irish affairs. 


The Austrian Court Seandalized. 


Vienna, Oct. 15.—Baron Hirsch’s ball, given 
at bis Austrian estates in honor of the Prince 
of Wales, was one of the most magnificent 
entertainments ever witnessed. The Prince 
deciared that he was enchanted and he re- 
mained until midnight, admiring the brilliant 
scene. The affair is said to have cost the am- 
bitious host 250,000 florins. The Baron is 
pouring money out like waterin all directions 
in the effort to obtain afoothold in circles 
from which be has beén proscribed on account 
of his race. The Austrian Court is said to be 
considerably scandalized by the action of the 
Prince of Walesin visiting an Austrian sub- 
ject, who ise not recognized by it. 


The Piece Work System. 


Loxrpoxw, Qct. 15.—The morning pspers say 
that by securing the adoption of the piece 
work system instead of the hourly system the 
Dockers’ Union has won a great victory. But 
the union bas received a severe blow in an 
another direction by the. employment by the 
dock companies of regular gangs of laborers 
at weekly wages. By this arrangement the 
men are paid whether tbey work ali the time 
or not, and the companies have received hun- 
dreds of applications in excess of the number 
required. While union men are employed, 
nos-union men are also accepted. 


Canada and the Chinese, 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Oct. 154.—The pefusal on 
the part of the Collector at. Victoria, British 
Columbia, to allow two Ohinamen, who had 
arrived st Port Townsend, to land at that 
port is likely to lead to an opening ef inter- 
national correspondénce on the subject. 
These Chinamen had rseglected on leaving 
Victoria to secure their certificates to return

SERnz, Oct. 15.—At a meeting of the re- 
stored Cantonal Government of Ticino Signor 
Respini, the head of the Government, con- 
firmed the report of his intention to resign 
now that the legality of ais position was ad- 
mitted. 


Ven Moltke and the Emperor. 


BERLIN, Oct. 15.—Count Von Moitke has re- 
considered his deciination of the Emperor’s 
Invitation to visit him during the latter’s 
birthday fetes. An arrangement has been 
made whereby the Count will arrive in Berlin 
tnree days before Jan. 27, the thirty-first an- 
niversary of Emperor William’s birthday. 


Pertugal’s New Ministry. 


LISBON, Oct. 15.—The Regenerators and 
Progressists have agreed to maintain an ex- 
pectant but Denevolent attitude towards the 
new Ministry. The Cabinet has announced a 
determination to prohipit the Repyblican 
press from using scurrilous language regard- 
ing the King of Portugal or Great Britain. 


Laber Troubles ia Australia. 


LONDON, Oct. 15.—Advices from Melbourne 
state that the Employers’ Union at that port 
shows signs of weakening and of coming to 
an understanding with the strikers, inde- 
pendently of the Employers’ Union in other 
colonies of Australia. The outrages on non- 
anion men in Sydney and elsewhere are in- 
creasing, and the police show a reluctance to 
protect the victims. 


The Khedive’s Remonstrance. 


Lowpon, Oct. 15.—The Khedive has ad- 
dressed an earnest remonstrance to Great 
Britain against the cession of Kassaia to Italy. 
The feeling in Egypt on the subject is very 
stropg, as Kaseala is regarded as Egyptian 
territory, although at present held by the 
rebel Dervighes. 


Argentine Ubligations. 


Lomwpon, Oct. 15.—The propesition of the 
Argentine National Government to assume all 
provincial indebtedness is very favorably re- 
esived in Londons, where the creditors holding 
Argentine obligations are much disturbed as 
to their investments. 


Beulanger’s Campaign Fund. 


Paris, Oct. 15.—The Royalists say that they 
expect the Comte de Paris to return from his 
American trip about Nov. 1. They intimate 
that he will seize an early opportunity to cor- 
rect certain false impressions which have been 
produced by @ wrong interpretation of his 
admission that he supplied Boulanger with 
campaign funds. 


Fatal Fight in a Beer Garden. 


BERLIN, Oct. 15.—A serious emeute occurred 
to-day at a beer garden in Pirna, Saxony, the 
combatants being soldiers and workmen. Be- 
fore the fight could be suppressed five of the 
latter had been killed and many on beth sides 
wounded. 


Seven Sailers Saved. 


HA.wtIFax, Nova Scotia, Oct. 15.—The four men 
left on the bark Meiverly, whose wreck and the 
consequent loss of life was reported Monday 
night, were taken from the iil-fated vessel 
yesterday.

W ith the exception of this membership priv- 
liege, however, the deliberative sessions of 
the Loyal Legion were secret, and this morn- 
ing’s meeting was beld with closed doors, 
The only business coming before the legisia- 
tive body is the annual reports of officers, the 
question of eligibility to the order, the ad- 
mission of new commanderies, some points 
regarding changes in the ruies and the general 
routine matter accumulating during the year. 
The present convention of the legisiative body 
will not elect national officers. Only one ap- 
plication for the establishment of a new com- 
mandery is to be passed upon, the application 
in question coming from Tacoma, Wash. It 
is expected thatthe body meeting here will 
conclude its labors by to-morrow night. 

For an hour before the time appointed for 
the meeting the Lindell rotunda was filled 
with the veterans, both iocal and visiting.

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WITH HOSTILE EYES. 


HOW THE INTERSTATE COMMERCE LAW: 18 
VIEWED IN ILLINOIS. 


Interviews With BRallroad Men and Ship- 
pers—East St. Lenis’ Pepulatieon—Poli- 
tics in Illineis—The Compulsery Eduen- 
tion Law—Shet by a Brother Officer.-A 
Desperate Lupatic — Chicage’s Slick 
Burgiar—Reed Coming West. 


Cutcago, Ill., Oct, 15.—The Datly News 
prints interviews with a number of raliroad 
men and shippers regarding the interstate 
commerce law. In introducing, them, the 
News says the law is viewed with hostile eyes 
by most railroad managers and large ship- 
pers. All are agreed, it says, that the 
act, if it is to be materially obeyed, 
will have to be ameded. J. W. Midg- 
ley, Chairman of the Southwesterh Division of 
the Western Freight Assoicitation, said he 
thought the commissioners are personally an 
admirable set of men, but that they have not 
the experiences requisite to fillsuch positions 
in the manner they should be filled. There 
should be at least one practical railroad man 
on the commission. General Freight Agent 
Miller of the Burlington Road said he would 


amend the law by wiping off the 
stutute books, but if that is not 
possible, would favor amendment permitting 
corporations to form pools for their office 
purposes. J. K. Armsby, the largest ship- 
per, asserted the law at presentis little more 
than adead letter. The raliroads, said he, 
are cutting rates just as If it had no existefice. 
The law ie unjust in that it do¢s not take into 
consideration tne principle of quantity, which 
obtains in allcommercial transactions. Why 
should he be compelled to pay as. much per 
car for $8,000 cars a year as the man who only 
uses One Car a year. 

Chairman Walker of the Interstate Com- 
merece Railway Asegciation and formerly a 
member of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, said: ‘‘ITamrnot oneof those who op- 
pose the law on principle, for l believe that a 
law of the kind is essential for the 
best interests of the community. 
At present, instead of being a mutual 
arrangement, it practically liegisiates in 
a direction prejudicial to the Interests of the 
roads without giving the public any benefit. 
An amendment which should permit a divis- 
ion of the traffic among the roads would be a 
decided improvement. Then, again, there | 
are features in the English system 
which might be looked into with profit, 
One of them is . that all appli- 
cations for charters hava to go before 
Parliament and are there inguired into, and 
if it is found that the country to be covered is 
already well supplied, the application is re- 
fused. This restrains undue competition and 
prevents a ruinous waste of material. Where 
a privilege of that kind exists an enactment 
-+ regulating rates is easy to carry into effect.’’

The circular which was sent out is an odd 
political document.

MUBDER IN THE FIRST DEGREX. 


A Warrant Issue@ This Morning Against 
George Gavin for Killing Brophy. 


Assistant Prosecuting Attorney’ Dierkes 
jasued a warrant this morning chargiag Geo. 
Gavin with murderin the first degree. The 
defendant isthe burly young molder who on 
the evening of Sunday, Oct. 5, knocked the 
old quarryman, Michael Gropby, down the 
stairs at the residence of Mrs. Gavin, on 


Elliott avenue. 
Brophy, it will be’ remembered, died on 


Tuesday afternoon atthe Mullan 4 Hospital. 
At that time a fracture of the ull was sup- 

to be the only dangerous injury which 
the patient had received. 

At the Morgue, however, the post-mortem 
examination made by Ooroner Frank and Dr. 
Ludwig developed two deep knife wounds in 
tne back of the bead at the base of the brain. 
It was one of these wounds which touched the 
spinal qord and caused the inflammation 
which ited in death. It had been given 
out thatthe old man died from the effects of 
an over-induigence in liquor. Mrs. Gavin 
too, had informed Ofiicer yrds 2 wha acci- 
dentally discovered Brophy at the Hospital, 
that the man had falien downstairs while 
drunk. Capt. Kiel was suspicious 
and ordered that the woman’s 
22 - year - old aon, George Gavin 
be arrested. At the Fourth District Police 
Station the prisoner admitted thathe had 
quarreled with Brophy and haa ‘‘pushed’’ 
bim down stairs because the old man had 
Grawn a knifeon him. Later it was learned 
that a considerable amount of money was 
missing. Indeed she at first disclaimed all 
knowledge of a certificate of deposit for $1,027, 
which was afterwards found in her posses- 
sion. To cap the climax, when the police went 
to ber house on Wednesday morning she 
showed them Bropby’s trunk in the yard and 
insisted that burgiars had entered the house 
during the night and carried the trunk from 
the old man’s room. Brophy’s money belt,in 
which he is said to have carried about $5,000 
in cash, could not be found until Wednesday 
evening, when Detectives Gocking and Ma- 
loney discovered itin the trunk which had 
been thoroughly searched twice before.

Central District police 
officers were on the watch, however, and the 
men made a breakfast on bread and bologna 
in the hold-over. 

When theinformations were drawn up in 
the cases Attorney Thomas Lb.

On two previous actions of a sim- 
ilar nature he had alleged that the structure 
was the private propexty of the firm of Mc- 
Nair & Farrish. The court had discharged 
the defendants onthe ground that McNair & 
Farrish bad no proper titie in the fence, it 
having been erected before the Municipal 
Asseinbly, in executive session, had passed 
on the petition which had been submitted.

CLEAR case of the vi- 
olation of the lottery 
law by an agent of that 
upsecrupulous concern 
in New Orleans which 
recoghizes no law itis 

"not forced to obey, has 
been discovered in St. 
Louis, and: the atten- 
tion of the Federal au- 
thorities was called to 
it, But somehow they 
did not seem to welcome 
the news. If 4 snake bad been offered them 
they would not have recoiled more promptly 
than they would from the neatly printed lot- 
tery circulars contained in an envelope which 
bore a United States postmark. The trouble 
seemed to be that the Federal officials were 
unacquainted with the law which went into 
effect Sept. 19, bat whatever the capse, it was 
impossible to get from them generally, with 
one exception, any information concerning 
it. The evidence in this case is not circum- 
stantial; it is Gireet and conclusive. 
Two days ago Mr. Lucien M. Ohipley re- 
ceived at bis office, 407 Bank of Commerce 
bulidiag, an ‘tmnocent-looking letter, ad- 
dressed to him in a boyish, immature hand. 
It was post-marked Cincianati, O., Oct. 11. 
The envelope was of thesort used in secret 
correspondéence—biue inside, sa. that no one 
could read through the paper.’ It contained a 
smaller envelope, O28 /waich was printed the 
fellowing addpe=::

INSTRUCTIONS FOR ORDERING TICKETS. 
Besides this, there were three circulars. 
One was printed inredink, and it gave in- 
structions to agents, telling them how to 
order tickets, how toremit money and what 
discount they would receive. Another was an 
order biank. At the top wasthis direction, 
in big type: ‘‘To Ayoid Loss or Delay, Regis- 
ter your Letters or send by Express.’’ The 
words, ‘‘Register your letters or,’” however, 
had been scratched out withapencil, and so 
the words ‘‘registered letter’’ were erased in 
a note below instructing agents to remit by 
registered letter or other means, but the in- 
structions to send momey by postal notes still 
remained. The third circular was printed on 
green paper. This one gave general infor- 
mation about the robber scheme and harped 
on the fact thattwo more or less reputable 
ex-Generals in the Confederate army sanc- 


tioned it and mttested its fairness. It neglected, 
however, to state that this indorsement was 
bought at the rate of $10,000 a year. 

The circular, which had itself gone through 
the mail, bore this clause: \ 

‘*Congress having passed laws prohibiting 
the use of the mails to all lotteries, we use the 
express compatiics in answering correspon: 
dents and sen:iing tiokets.*’ 

This bait to the unwary to come forward and 
be robbed bore that lie on its face. 

Mr. Chipley received the letter as any one 
else, whose name the robber company had 
need might have received it, and at once 
turned it over to the Post-DisPaTcu.

Tne 
Knowledue ofa crime, he did not seem to 
consider a matter which demanded attention; 
he would only take notice of unlawful acts 
when he was requested to investigate them. 

W hat sting the lottery law may bave which 
makes Federal officials so cautious about 
touching it is something hard to tell, bus 
they certainly do not want to meddle with it 
upless a case is ‘‘presented for investiga- 
tion,’’ and on the subject, they are, asa 
rule, as silent as the District Attorney.

The Lecturer Will Take Up the Lives and 
Deeds of American Statesmeh—Home 
Gatherings for the Children on Sunday— 
The Society’s Praétical Work.

Work of the Late 
» |" Oardinal Newnian.’’ 
The society : begins 
now its fifth year of work in St. Louis. [Tae 
lecturer has been laying out the lines of 
fer the coming season so that their tendency 
and direction can now be given. Besides the 
discourses On moral guestions of general 
interest there isto be one line of subjects 
which will be an original undertaking not 
heretofore tried by the other ethical societies 
in other cities. The lecturer im observing the 
work done by the clergy of the chureh had 
noticed the value of their discourses on the 
great characters of the Bible. It has oeourred 
to him, therefore, whether it might not be 
possible to do the same thing in another 
way dy treating of the leaders of modern his- 
tory. He thinks of making asimilar study of 
the moral developmentof institutions in the 
history of America, such asthe clergy Lave 
made with so much suceess in like studies in 
the moraland religious development of the 
great leaders of the early history of the East. 
He expects, therefore, to take up for the sub- 
jects of a part of his addresses this season, an 
analysis of the life and character of the found- 
ers of the American Commonwealth, study- 
ing them and their work justas the church 
has been accustomed to analyze and study 
the character and work of David, Saulor Ell- 
jah. He is disposed to assume that there is 
an element of religion in every national his- 
tory, and that there is a sacredness about the 
work done by earlier statesmen in our coun- 
try, and in the development of our institutions, 
just as there would bein the history and de- 
velopment of the peopie of the early times in 
the Kast. He proposes, therefore, to have a 
series of lectures On the great American 
statesmen, such as Webster, Clay, Calhoun, 
Andrew Jackson, Adams, Hamilton, Jefler- 
son, Franklin, and perhaps even Wash- 
ington. 

This will not be done forthe purpose of 
simply giving instraction in the biographies 
of these mén, this having already been done 
both by the American Statesmen Series, as 
well as by the addresses of the lecturer who 
gives his course in this city every spring on 
American history. It is rather for the pur- 
pose of using these lives as moral studies, to 
quicken if possible the sense of réspect and 
awe for the development of ourown instite- 
tions. He has felt that in the tréatméut of 
public and social issues of the day there is 
very often a tendency to neglect their con- 
nection with the issues of the past, forgetting 
perhaps sometimes that thése questions of the 
hour are directly connected with the issues 
and debates and  diséussions fought 
over and thought about intensely “by 
these early founders and leaders in 


Ameriea. The question therefore is whether 
the study and the work of these men may not 
heip to shed a lighten the solution of moral 
difficuitiés in the social problem of the pres- 
ent day, so that reforms when undertaken 
may not fail because the method of putting 
them into execution happens to be contrary 
to thé spirit of the havits on which our history 
bas developed. He wishes if he can ‘to it- 
tensify the religioasness of national feeling 
and the unity of our country, not simply by 
the fact that we alllive on the same soil, but 
that wé are one people also by the history of 
our institutions, 
PROMINENT LECTURDRS.

The business of 
the city that is done through drummers has 
inereased three or four fold, there have been 
scores of commercial travellers applying 
daily for quarters who seldom visited 8t. 
Louis before, and, in consequence, the de- 
mands on tbe hotele nave been far greater 
than they could supply. At nearly every 
first class hosteiry in the city it is a regular 
thing to turn away customers because no 
quarters could be found for them, and 
many are put to very considerabie 
inconvenience On this account. A. 8. Brooks 
of New York, whe visits the city regularly 
four times a year, said this morning: ‘‘If 
there is one thing more than another that 6&t. 
Louis needs, it is another first-class hotel. I 
have been on the road for upwards of twenty 
years,and know as many commercial travelers 
as anyone in the country. I have talked with 
them a creat deal, and all express the opin- 


| fon that if 6t. Louis had larger hotel accom- 


modations, their trade in this city would be 
largely increased. 
A NBW HOTEL NSEDED. 

**All speak in the highest terms of the St. 
Louis hotele and deciare that they 
rank above any in the West; 
the trouble is that under the altered 


conditions of business, incident to the re- 
markable ineredse in trade throughout the 
Southwest, that there are not enough of 
them, Within tne last year there bas been a 
areat change in the manuzer in which the 
Southwestern business has been done. For- 
merly Eastern houses used to seli directly, 
and traveling men er paseed through St. 
Louls on thelr way to the Arkansas, Texas, 
Kansas and Colorado towns. Lately tne 8¢, 
Louis houses havé cut into this trade tremen- 
dously. They are selling goods in places that 
used to be controlled neariy exclusively by 
New York and Philadeiphia, and when 
the trade has not gone entirely into 
their hands, the country merchants insist on 
secing the St. Louis xoods before buying else- 
where. Scores of houses in the East are 
therefore desirous of avoiding the expense of 
sending their traveling mén on long trips, 
and have ordered them to stop in St. Leuis 
and make this city their Western terminus. 
There is only one objection to this, and that is 
that recently it has been found almost im - 
sibie to obtain proper accomodations. it is 
not a question of money, for we are willing to 
pay anything in réason, and 8t. Louis hotels 
are never éxtortionate, giving more for the 
money than any th I Bnow of. But 
good accommodations are required, and these 
it has been im ible to obtain owing to the 
crowded condition of the hotels. The result 
has been that many who desired to give up 
their Western trips have been obiiged a ay 
on, and 8¢. Louis has is consequence |! a

The Life Work of the Heirs ef John Welsh 
Appreaching Its Climax—Trip to Ireland 

' After Evidence—An Entire Parish of 
Witnesses—Experience of the Old Claim- 
ant in St. Louis—The Mullanphy Silence,

He was found at his dally labor in the mam- 
moth plant of the Charlies Pope Giucose 
Works of Venice, lll., where he fills the com- 
paratively humble position of a ‘‘stenociller,’’ 
or brander ofthe barrels and hogsheads of 
manufactured product turned out by that con- 
cern. The reporter’s request, preferred to 
Mr. Pope himself, that he be allowed to see 
‘*Mr. John W.Powers, one of the employes,’’ 
was complied with, and a workman sent to 
notify the son of the ‘‘Mullanphy claimant’’ 
that he was wanted. After a very brief wait 
the figure of@ man was seeh approaching at 
a distauce through the works, and Mr. Pope 
said: 

**That’s Powers.’’ 

As a leading character ina case at law that 


‘lS’™“is destined perhaps to be as endless, to de- 


c 


velop as many dramatic outcroppings, and it 
may be, as many pathetic resuits, as the im- 
mortal chancery suitof ‘‘Jarndycé vs. Jarn- 
dyce,’’ the personal appearance of Powers 
wae studied with interest. He is a man 
whom one is bound to at least respect on 
sight, for he bears every indication of being 
an honest and steady workman, one who 
earns his daily bread by the sweat of his 
brow, and he advanced with an expression of 
curiosity as towho could want to see him 
during ‘‘working hours.’’ Dressed in 
u suit of overalis, stained and 


dusty from contact with the packaces 
his labors obliged him to handle, 
his face tanned and roughened, with a red- 
Gish mustache shading a rather resolute 
mouth, quiet gray eyes studying the reporter 
calmly, a tall but rather lean frame, one well- 
hardened hand resting on the bead of « barrel 
at his side, Powers did not look likean ‘‘heir 


« to millions,’’ but wade a typical lrish-Ameri- 


can mechanic. 
DID NOT WANT TO TALK. 

The reporter explained why he had called, 
stating that he had been directed to Mr. Pow- 
ers by St. Louis friends of the Powers family, 
the Burrs. 

‘*That’s how you cameto knowl was over 
here?’’ asked Powers quietiy. 

**‘Oertainly.. Mr. Burr told the Post-Dis- 
PATCH What he knew of your mother’s life in 
St. Louis, and of your family claim against 
the Mullanphy estate, and said that you 
would doubtless be willing to discuss the 
famous case. 

‘Yes, I’m sorry,”? was the blunt response. 
*‘I don’t want to figure in the néwspapers, 
and would much rather my name had not 
been mentioned. I don’t want any-

St. Louis nothing was known of Jobn Mullan- 
phy’s life in Ireland, andthatan undoubted 
mystery hung over that very portion of it 
which was touched by the claim of the Weish 
heirs. Mr. Powers’ attention was called to 
the fact that in that account it was stated that 
old Jobn Mulianphy had left the legacy to the 
beirs of John Welsh ‘‘in his last will and tes- 
tament,’’ whereas in that docufment, which 
was published in the Post-DisPatcH on the 
following day, there was n@ mention what- 
ever of any such legacy.

E. K. Holton was 
madechairman, J. B. Case, President of the 
Mercantile Club, was called upon to express 
his views, and did so, saying @he 
thought he saw the necessity of a 
manufacturers’ club in this city—not 
a club as a piace to lounge in, but where the 
manufacturers of the city could mest 
and become persenaily acquainted with each 
other. He said it need not necessarily follow 
that men in the sime line of business should 
be enemies, but on the contrary It has been 
shown that it was better for all if they were 
all together in the same neighborhood. With 
aclub, all freight rate questions could be 
brought before the members there ina body 
and a board of arbitration could settle many 
disputes and difficulties as a board of that 
character does in the Merehants’ Exchange. 
The Mercantile Club, Mr. Case said, would 
give the new club a home if it 
needed one in the etart as the 
Shaw estate had made an offer of the corner 
of Seventh and Locust streets for ninety-nine 
years, on a lease, and should the offer be 
accepted the Mercantile Club would putup.a 
$300, 000 building in which the Manufacturers’ 
could also have its quarters. As the meeting 
was held merely to discuss the proposition 
nothing was done. It adjourned to meet 
again atthe call of the chair. 

SOME INTERESTING FACTS. 

Among tbe addresses delivered was one by 
John H. Terry, which contained a great 
amourt of inforimation about St. Louis busi- 
Mr. Terry said:

In the enh- 
couragement and fostering care ot 
manufacturing establishments no one takes 
a more active part, or is more vitally inter- 
ested than the real estate agent and operator, 
andl believe it willinet bedisputed thatno 
citizen is more ready than theyto aid every 
new rapt! f that seeks aplacein 8t. Louis. 
To this public spirit may be attributed much 
of the credit earned by the city asone of the 
greatest manufacturing centers of the coun- 
try—a credit which willbe accorded to it for 
the first time when the abie and exhaustive 
report of this bureau of manufacturing statis- 
tics is published to the world. 

It ie time that the newspaper reading public 
of the leading cities of the worid should 
know, in a eeneral .way, that this is the best 
paved city on the continent, with more than 
four hundred miles of paved streets and 
alleys, and that over $500,000 is expended an- 
nually in maintaining them. Comparatively 
few peovie know that St. Louis has paid up- 
wards of $5,000,000 within the past decade for 
the reconstruction of streets and that the 
work is still going on. Who more than real 
estate agents have exerted their influence in 
securing these improvements? ‘ 

1 know that to sec these improvezients 
made my contemporaries in the real estate 
business have combattea with property-own- 
érs and importuned legislators unceasingly, 
and the thanks they have for their pains is 
the conscious honor of. having dune all they 
could to help their city in its onward progress, 
until now vour report-will place, it dmong the 
first of the great wanufacturing centers. 

IN WHAT WE LEAD. 

In many Mmadustries St. Louis is in advance 
of all other points. 

In the manulacture of tobacco we lead the 
country. 

With a capital of nearly 6,000,000 in the 
industry we paid the National Government a

In saddlery &t. Louis controls the trade of the 
A business of upwards of 
$5,500,000 was done In this line last year on an 
estimated capital of $1,500,000 invested in that 
industry. 

In the manufacture of boots and shoes &t. 
Louis is making wonderful strides, and soon 
will pass all other centers in that industry. I 
presume no otherfindustry among us bas made 
such rapid advances within the past three 
years. its effect on real estate has been quite 
marked. Look at the immense manufactories 
thut have been built up here in that time. 
Remember, as you see these great buildings 
with thousands of toilers inside, thata few 
years ago there was nothing in~ St. 
Louis to attract attention to that 
branch, Then walk into the five to ten-story 
wholesale store rooms of the boot and shoe” 
men of to-day, watch the business they 
transact there and then some idea may be 
formed of the immense growth of this in- 
dustry. 

The furniture manufacturers, too, occupy 
prominent positions. 

Kighty-five per centof the lead product of 
Missouri, an output greater than that of all 
the other States of the Union, is macnufact- 
ured here into white lead, shot and lead pipe, 
only about 10 per cent of it being shipped 
away in pig. 

Our fire-clay industry is the greatest in the 
country and employs a capital of $3,000,000. 

Imight occupy your time in alinding to 
many other industries in which St. Leuis leads 
allcompetitors, but suffice it to say that our 
manufactures have peopled the city, created 
a demand for its real estate, made it the great 
commercial metropolis that itis, bave con- 
stantiy enhanced the valuao of its realty more 
than any other inflence, thereby being most 
potent in bringing capital here from Chicago 
and other cities voth East and West, where it 
hus been invested with much profit in various 
enterprises. 

We see our street rallway system valued at 
$16,000,000. Last year they carried close on to 
60,000,000 passengers.
